The home economists of the Canada department of agri- 
culture advise that uniformity of size will assist in the 
timing because the tomatoes should be cooked until just 
tender or they will become like stewed tomatoes. These 
may be enjoyed on many occasions during ‘‘tomato time,” 
and the seasonings may be varied if desired.
